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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Clark fails to teach a cross 
section of the grating pattern having a triangular shape. Clark states the shape may be other than rectangular such as triangular (col. 6 
lines 2-4). Applicant argues Clark does not teach a film disposed on the grating pattern. Fig. 9 of Clark shows two materials (n1 and n2) on 
either side of a diffractive grating (92). One of the materials may be considered the substrate and the other material a film disposed on the 
grating. Clark states the refractive index increases from n1 to n2 (col 8 lines 3-5) therefore in this instance n1 is the substrate and n2 is the 
film.
